Staff Chief

WASHINGTON, Jan. 31—Gen. 
Matthew B. Ridgway told Congress 
today that President Eisenhower's 
plan to cut Army ground forces 
approximately 140,000 men by 1956 
“jeopardizes” the safety and se- 
curity of the nation. 

The Army chief of staff broke 
openly with his commander in 
chief in testimony before an ob- 


viously sympathetic House Armed 
Services Committee. 


SHARP CONTRAST 

His position was in sharp ,con- 
trast to that of Army Secretary 
Robert T. Stevens, who insisted 
he had “adjusted my thinking” 
and was entirely satisfied with the 
proposed cutback. 

The general’s testimony made 
virtually certain a bitter congres- 
sional fight, on both sides of the 
Capitol, to force the administration

Nationalists 


Chiang Kai-shek fled from 
China to Formosa with an army 
of about 500,000, an air force 
of 5,000, and refugees totaling 
some 1,500,000. These are the 
“Nationalists.” Red China hates 
them. They are either ignored 
or disliked by the neutral of 
Asia such as India and Indo- 
nesia. They are recognized by 
Thailand, South Korea and the 
Philippines. ' 

Like any people with an oc- 
cupying army, the Formosans 
wish the Nationalists were gone. 

The island is about 225 miles 
long and 80 miles wide. Three 
quarters of it is mountainous. 
All arable land is used. 

We have a huge financial in- 
vestment there. 

But, neither that nor the Na- 
tionalists is the reason we will 
defend the island .-. . for some 
time to come, ) 

To the south, about 250 miles, 
are the Philippines. It is a 
distance a jet bomber makes in 
30 minutes. 

A little under two hours’ flying 
time to the north are the really 
large American defense instal- 
lations on Okinawa. Two more 
hours would find the bombers 
over Korea and Japan. 

That’s why we will stay there.

Council invited Communist China 
tonight to help end hostilities in 
the islands off the China main- 
land. 

The council voted 9 to 1, with 
the Soviet Union opposed, to take 
up the coastal islands as a ‘“‘sit- 
uation threatening international 
peace and security.”’ Nationalist 
China abstained. 

A Soviet ‘item, condemning 
“acts of aggression” by the 
United States against Commu- 
nist China, was placed on the 
agenda as the second item, not 
to be taken up until action on 
the coastal islands was conclud- 
ed. The vote was 10 to 1, with 
Nationalist China voting against.

The option expired Dec. 31, 
1954, when Candler left office.

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Formosa Explosion 


Is Believed Unlikely 


There are so many conflicting views— 
official and unofficial—about the For- 
mosa matter that it is difficult to under- 
stand just what direction American pol- 
icy is taking. That the situation is serious, 
indeed, no one questions. How it will be 
solved is the great dilemma. 

The question is now in the United 
Nations and out of the debates should 
emerge some clarification. In other words, 
the air should be cleared on the intents 
and purposes of the Communists—Red 
China and Russia—and the United States 
should be able to make its position better 
understood. 

Few people believe that Red China will 
risk a no holds barred war with the 
United States. Neither the Chinese nor 
the Russians want such a war. They have 
created a tense situation in order to take 
full advantage of propaganda opportuni- 
ties and to win further bloodless vic- 
tories in Asia. 


The Red propaganda mills are grind- 
ing out charges of aggression and inter- 
ference in Asiatic affairs by the United 
States. It finds a ready reception in the 
minds of former colonial peoples in Asia 
who distrust the West. 


Red China’s tough talk cloaks the real 
objectives—to force the United States to 
permit her entrance into the United Na- 
tions and to gain military security against 
attacks on the Chinese mainland. The 
Communists aren’t concerned about For- 
mosa except as it fits into their plans to 
take over all non-Communist Southeast 
Asia. 


The Chinese must know that the 
United States will not willingly surren- 
der Formosa, and that before doing so 
would fight a total war. In Red Chinese 
hands, Formosa would flank Japan, the 
Philippines and the chain of American 
defensive bases in the Pacific. The most 
the Communists can hope for, then, is to 
immobilize the island and stop the Chiang 
Kai-shek threat to the mainland. That is 
the immediate objective they stand a good 
chance of achieving. 


Action by Congress approving what- 
ever course President Eisenhower deems 
necessary to the nation’s security strength- 
ens his hand. It indicates the country is 
united in its resolve to avoid war if possi- 
ble but that we will resist, with all re- 
sources at our command, aggression on 
the part of others to destroy our freedom 
and liberty. 


America wants peace in the world be- 
cause they know that another war might 
very well destroy all mankind. We gam- 
ble that the Communists understand that, 
too. Otherwise, the moves around For- 
mosa could explode into the nuclear con- 
flict that the world dreads. 


The best bet is that there will be no 
major war. The Reds will continue-to bluff 
and bluster, taking every inch possible in 
territory and propaganda. The big show- 
down—for all Southeast Asia—is still in 
the future. The U.N. debates should reveal 
this, too.

Legislatures Everywhere 


Fight Battle of Budget 


A survey by the Wall Street Journal 
should lend some comfort to the new 
administration and General Assembly of 
Georgia. As legislatures meet in all but 
two states, one question is almost unani- 
mous: How will we match receipts with 
expenditures? 


The new governor of New York, 
Averell Harriman, summed it up simply. 
“The day of reckoning has arrived,” said 
Mr. Harriman. ; 

Some states are attempting a belt- 
tightening operation, but chances of suc- 
cess for balanced budgets are dim in most 
of them, Pennsylvania’s new governor, 
George M. Leader, finds his successor 
left him a budget that would run the 
state in the red by $500,000,000 in a two- 
year period. 

Everywhere the story is the same. 
Critical financial problems..are noted in 
Massachusetts, Michigan, Wisconsin, Indi- 
ana, New York, Illinois and many others. 
For the states\as a whole, spending ex- 
ceeded revenues in the 1953 fiscal year 
by about $299,000,000. A bigger deficit 
is expected ‘in the 1954 figures. 

The No. 1 financial problem in all 
states is that of schools. School construc- 
tion lagged during the war and the states 
haven’t been able to. keep pace with the 
increased enrollments. There were, for 
instance, 4,060,000 babies born last year— 
an increase of 90,000 over the year before. 

Highways take the second biggest 
chunk of revenue. Every state is wres- 
tling with this problem. The stepped-up 
federal aid program is prodding states 


into spending even more and everyone 


is in agreement that roads are needed. 
Continued high federal taxes, more 
two-thirds of which goes to the 
defense program, has put the pinch on 
states to find sources of tax revenue. They 
are having to bear the major burden of 
r\

public works, schools, roads and the other 
accompaniments of growth. 

Most states have learned the bitter 
lesson that building of schools and high- 
ways cannot be postponed. As a Wiscon- 
sin legislator phrased it: “Substantial 
reductions in expenditures are out of the 
question. Such economies would only 
show up later in emergency appropria- 
tions.” ~ 

Meanwhile, the struggle to balance 
income and outgo continues. Economies 
are indeed in order but even the most 
stringent cutbacks in less needed services 
leaves the basic state services short of 
funds.

The General Assembly 
Guards Its Good Name 


The Georgia State Firemen’s Assn. has 
been cleared of all charges except clumsi- 
ness by a House committee investigation 
of its $8,000 lobbying fund. 

The committee, of which Rep. William 
Freeman of Monroe.County was chair- 
man, reported after an exhaustive hearing 
that there was no evidence of lobbying 
or improper approaches to members of 
the General Assembly on the part of the 
association. 

The investigation was the result of a 
telegram sent to fire chiefs throughout 
Georgia announcing money must be raised 
to push a bill through the General Assem- 
bly establishing a pension fund. The 
wording of the wire was unfortunate, but 
the Freeman committee decided that the 
firemen’s hands were clean and their 
hearts were pure. 

The firemen certainly are entitled to 
their pensions, and despite the now- 
famous wire, should have them without 
prejudice. -Assuredly no lobbyists are 
needed to present their case. 

The Freeman committee cleared the 
firemen and helped clear the air con- 
cerning lobbyists and their practices. The 
only effective safeguard against lobbyists 
is the attitude of the legislators them- 
selves. Rep. Freeman and the members of 
the committee proved themselves worthy 
guardians of the integrity and reputation 
of the General Assembly of Georgia. 


Thinking Attracts Too 
Few as a Way of Life 


It may be the beating the egg heads 
took in the last national election. Or it 
may be another thing to blame on the 
comic books. But brains afte not popular 
in America any more. 

The authority on this subject is Dr. 
Lee A. Dubridge, head of the California 
Institute ef Technology. Dr. Dubridge is 
alarméd because those who should be 
the brilliant scientists and educators of 
the future prefer the hardware business 
or the selling game to the intellectual life 
of the campus and the, research labora- 
tory. 

The world therefore will continue to 
be a poorer place than it need be, accord- 
ing to the educator. The great teachers of 
tomorrow, perhaps those who can lead us 
out of our present morass, prefer the 
prosperous anonymity of the office, to 
the perhaps threadbare prominence of 
the teacher’s desk, the pulpit and the 
politician’s rostrum. 

One of the reasons, of course, is fi- 
nancial. Know-how brings a higher price 
today than know-why. Another reason, 
the doctor regretfully concludes, is a pre- 
vailing attitude or contempt for brains, or 
at least a lack of interest in them. 

Thinking, he believes, is no longer 
popular. And indeed, in these days of 
mass reaction and the conditioned reflex, 
thinking at times seems no longer neces- 
sary.

Pupil Workbooks Serve a Useful Purpose 
As Teacher Aids in Overcrowded Classes 


Demorest—The recent publicity 
concerning the State Board of 
Education and workbooks justi- 
fies a little comment. There was 
a particularly unkind implication 
that the teachers are using work- 
books primarily as a means of 
escaping work which they have 
been paid to do. This is true in 
the same sense that farmers us- 
ing tractors instead of mules, 
which they must follow, are es- 
caping work. -But they are doing 
a superior job. 


The use of workbooks arises 
from several sources: 


1. Overcrowded class rooms 
cause the amount of time the 
teacher can devote jo any ‘one 
pupil to be very small. 


2. In many school systems ab- 
solutely no funds are provided 
for supplementary material. Thus 
they are purchased either by the 
teacher or. student. 


3. The amount of paper re- 
quired to a year’s work in a 
subject would cost approximately 
the same as a workbook. ~ 

4. Problems and questions 
which would otherwise be copied 
on the blackboard and off again 
by the student can now be used 
constructively. This is important 
in the light of one above. 


5. Once purchased, pupils have 
the necessary working supplies. 

6. The cost is small, extreme- 
ly so, if the total cost is divided 
2 Da number of school days 
(180). 


7. It has a good psychological 
effect, reminding that schools 
are expensive, thus the facilities 
should not be wasted. 

In any event this has been & 
véry “unkind blow to loyal but 
overworked and underpaid teach- 
ers. The present shortage of 
trained, qualified school person- 
nel is nothing but the = natural 
working of the law of supply and 
demand. Unless we here in 
Georgia wish a total collapse we 
would do well to tax ourselves as 
heavily as necessary to put into 


operation the Adequate Program 
of Education in Georgia.

Lobby Law Would Recognize 
True Function of Lobbyist 


Professional lobbyists are very much in demand in the legislative 
halls at Washington and in the state capitols, where all have come 
to recognize that big time lobbying is quite an art and its practitioners 
are generally most skillful and adept in carrying out their mission. 

At Atlanta a bill is in the legislative works repealing.the present 
lobbying law and establishing new rules of conduct for the lobbyists, 
who would have to register with the secretary of state before the 
General Assembly met and file a detailed statement of expenses within 


30 days after its adjournment. 
They would also be prohibited 
from being on the floor while the 
Assembly is in session and pen- 
alty provisions range from a fine 
of $1,000 to $5,000 to imprison- 


ment for three to six months or 


both. 

Lobbyists are. well paid and 
their services are believed to be 
well worth their salary by parti- 
san groups,: industrialists and la- 
bor leaders or any organization or 
agency interested in the passage 
or defeat of any certain measure. 
Their work is generally done in 
the legislative cloak rooms, of- 
fices and at the homes or hotels 
of the legislators who can be per- 
suaded to listen to a glib line: of 
chatter. - 

It is not impossible for a lobby- 
ist to render service to the very 
man he is seeking to influence. 
Frequently legislators, are 
busy, too rushed and harried to 
dig out all the background infor- 


mation about any specific bill, par-. 


ticularly if it does not fall within 
their special province or affect 
their home area. In cases like this, 
a lobbyist, equipped with all the 
data, all the statistics and all the

examples may pass on this infor- 
mation to the solon in condensed 
and easily-digested form. To that 
extent he can be of service, pro- 
vided the legislator is fully aware 
ot his personal and selfish inter- 
ests and takes account of his mis- 
sion in evaluating the information 
provided. 

Formerly the controls over lob- 
byists were lacking and many seri- 
ous defalcations were the result. 
With strict rules and regulations 
being applied, lobbyists must be 
known for what they are, and 
thereby kept within certain 
bounds.

When it is not working well — 
and there are many points at 
which it is not working well today 
—it is the public that suffers and 
it is Congress that has the re- 
sponsibility and the authority to do 
something about it. 

There is a great unevenness in 
the efficiency, competence and 
character of judiciary. There are 
bad judges and good judges, hard- 
working judges and lazy judges, 
conscientious judges and indiffer- 
ent judges and, since these judicial 
appointments are for life, there is 
a tendency for the worst practices 
to get drafted into the best in a 
way which seriously erodes the 
whole judicial system. 

More judges and more money 
for the judiciary are not the first 
solution, There are reforms within 
the judiciary which are more im- 
portant and harder to bring about. 

The conditions which would 
make it appropriate for the chief 
justice to appear before Congress 
would seem to be these: 

1. The approval of the resolu- 
tion to invite him ought to be sub- 
stantial since he. could not com- 
fortably appear before Congress if 
there was much opposition to his 
doing so.

WASHINGTON—If there is real public pressure. 
Congress probably would enact at this session a 
very simple and logical measure—and one in keep- 
ing with traditional practice—that would contribute to 
desperate situation in our public schools. 

This bill would set aside for public education, including the building 
of sorely needed facilities, royalties from offshore oil lands that lie 
beyond the so-called ‘‘historic boundaries’ of the coastal states. Those 
boundaries are three miles except in special cases, such as Texas, 
Louisiana and Florida, where the range is from 10 to 12 miles beyond

NEW WEAPONS 


Rep. Sterling Cole (R-NY), 
ranking House Republican on the 
Joint Atomic Energy Committee, 
asked Stevens if he did not be- 
lieve new weapons made it pos- 
sible to achieve a ‘more power- 
ful Army with fewer men, 

“These technological ad- 
vances,’”’ Stevens agreed, ‘‘do 
possibly justify some smaller 
totals,’’ 

But Gen, Ridgway testified 
that integrating the weapons into 
the Army structure is likely to 
require ‘“‘more rather than less 
men.”’ 

“We used to think in terms of 
combat zones of 15 to 20 miles,” 
the general explained. ‘‘We are 
thinking now in terms of 150 to 
200 miles . . . The need for rapid 
assembly, disbursal and reas- 
sembly, the need for increased 
maintenance personnel indicate 
that for a structural field force 
the need would be fr more 
rather than fewer men," 

Gen. Ridgway refused to an- 
swer questions in public session 
on the rumored difference of 
opinion within the joint chiefs of 
staff over the proposed cuts.

have stopped it with a second 
veto. 

In any case, this would have 
presented difficulties, since Sir 
Leslie Munro of New Zealand, 
who sponsored the invitation to 
the Communists, was presiding. 
Sir Leslie held that the invi- 
tation was_ procedural—that is, 
not subject to veto. 


IMMEDIATE STEPS 


United Nations spokesman an- 
nounced that Hammarskjold had 
taken “immediate steps’’ to trans- 
mit the invitation, and hed kept in 
mind the suggestions made during 
the debate today. It was under- 
stood that he was transmitting the 
invitation by way of Sweden or 
some other Western government 
that maintains an embassy in 
Peiping. 

Both Sir Leslie, who had asked 
the council to place the question 
of the coastal islands on its agenda, 
and Henri Hoppenot of France em- 
phasized today. the value of the 
contact Hammarskjold made with 
Chou En-lai, Premier of Commu- 
nist China, during the mission to 
Peiping. 

Sir Leslie suggested* that Ham- 
marskjold transmit the invitation 
“‘persorially,”” and Hoppenot de- 
clared that the secretary general 
should use whatever means he con- 
sidered most effective. 


ALL-DAY DEBATE 


During the all-day debate Sobolev 
had termed the New Zealand item 
a “clumsy maneuver’’ to force 
Communist China to give up its 
aim to “liberate” Formosa and the 
Pescadores. 


Instead he urged the council 
to put on its agenda a Soviet 
proposal, submitted yesterday, 
that accused the United States 
of aggression against Communist 
China and called for the with- 
drawal of United States forces 
from the “Taiwan (Formosa) 
area.’’ Today he submitted a reso- 
lution inviting Communist China 
tu take part in the discussion of 
this item. 

The council put the Soviet item 
on the Agenda, but at the same 
time decided not to take it up 
until after dction had been con- 
cluded on the New Zealand item, 
Action on an invitation to Com- 
munist China to take part in 
discussing the ‘Soviet item will 
be delayed accordingly. 


MIGHT STAY 


It is generally expected. that 
if Communist China accepts the 
invitation to take part in dis- 
cussing the coastal islands it will 
do so in expectation that its 
representative will be asked to 
stay on to discuss the Soviet 
item. 

Although today’s meeting was 
nominally concerned with the 
question of putting the New Zea- 
land and Soviet items on the 
agenda, the question of Commu- 
nist China’s participation in the 
debate dominated discussions in- 
side and outside the meeting. 


U.S. RESOLUTION 


The subject was raised at the

Calisthentics Slim Off 
Those Bulky Inches 


By IDA JEAN KAIN 
Calisthenics are slimming but not reducing. There’s a sizable 
difference. Slimming refers to inches . . . reducing to pounds. 


It's true you can’t substitute 
exercise for diet. A few calis- 
thenics night and morning, even 
rugged ones, won't offset the 
bulging consequences of overeat- 
ing. A perfect reducing diet will 
knock off pounds, but alas, it 
won't tighten flabby muscles. 

Face it. If you diet to reduce 
but do not exercise, you'll have 
the same figure but on a slight- 
ly smaller scale. So it’s not a 
question of exercise versus diet 

. it’s slimming stretch-bends 
and turns plus calorie curbing 
for the overweight lass. The nor 
mal weight whose waist needs 
cinching in can skip the diet be- 
cause what she is after is slim- 
ming .. . not reducing. 

Reason this way. The shape 
of the silhouette depends on mus- 
cle tone. Muscles that lack tone 


‘can't hug the figure, and sooner 


or later as your muscles .give 
way, you’re forced into a larger 
dress size, willy-nilly. 

Summed up: With exercise 
alone; you can tone muscles and 
measure slimmer. With diet 
alone, you lose weight but do not 
tone the muscles. up diet 
with a small amount ‘of regular 
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exercise and you can lose 
weight and inches. 

For the most streamlined re- 
sults, tone the big muscles... 
the bracing front muscles which 
form the abdominal wall, the 
side-front muscles which span 
the waist area, and the big, 
fleshy muscles which form the 
hips. Here is an exercise that 
slims all three measurements. 
Since it involves a twist, it is 
not recommended for anyone 
with lower back trouble. 


Position: Lying on back on 
floor, hands clasped behind head, 
knees bent toward chest. 


Movement: Holding knees to- 
gether and pulling snugly up- 
and-in with the abdominal mus- 
cles, lower legs from one side 
to the other in a swinging mo- 
tion, touching floor each time. 
Be sure to keep shoulders as 
flat on floor as possible.

Bender (R-Ohio) asked 
Cherry whether he thought states 
opposing the Supreme Court inte- 
gration decision are entitled to 
federal funds to ease their class- 
room shortage.

Cherry said ‘“‘combining the 
schools would not décrease the 
number of school children, and 
we inténd to take care of all our 
school children.”’ 
Sen. Purtell 


Claude Purcell, assistant state 


superintendent of schools, wheth-| 


er he felt Georgia was doing its 
utmost to help its own school 
rhortage. Purcell said he thought 
it was, that the tax revenue 
available to it and usable for 
schools, was being exhausted. 
“Do you feel,’’ Purtell contin-
